German losses in. men Everywhere 
the flower of German manhood has 
been flung into battle with an appar- 
ent disregaré of the cost, And every- 
where, at least until they struck the 
Russians, who have slowed but not 
stopped thé reléntless Nazi tide, they 
have been successful. 

In ‘other words, the German. high 
command went into this war know- 
ing that its losses in manpower 
would be terrific, They were prepar- 
ed to accept these losses if they 
‘ould achieve their ends, Their young 
men were conditioned to accept this 
Ptate of affairs, They. apparently, 
have not shrunk from giving their 
lives in great numbers for ‘fuehrer 
and ‘fatherland, Certainly the Nazi 
losses have been heavy, but their 
successes have also been arresting. 

An unfortunate impression seems 
to, have beén created—it’ may origin- 
ate in the extreme optimism of some 


‘of our military leaders—that it may 


be possible for the United Nations 
to win this war without suffering 
heavy losses in mien, That seems to 
have been the ‘guiding principle: of 
the French army leaders who kept 
their troops inactive in and behind 
tlie “impregnable” mass of the Mag- 
inot ‘line, when a.determined thrust 
against Germany, occupied -in its 
Polish conquest, might have shorten- 
ed the war by many months, But 
wars cannot be won by standing still. 
We are beginning to understand that 
now. We aré learning: from the 
Nazis how to wage all-out war, 
Their method is to keep on pounding 
at a selected objective, hurling in 
division after division regardless of 
losses, until that objective.has been 
attained, Against such a stylé of 


warfare, and so far it has\been suc-~ }

If we are to conduct a sucessful of+: 
fensive against the Nazis in the west, 
and.we must some time, we shall 
have to go at it savagely as the Na-

A direct contributing factor . to 
this “war without human sacrifice” 
state of mind has undoubtedly been 
the nature of the communiques and 
official statements on which news 
despatches are’ necessarily based. 
From the very beginning of the war 
and down through all the ‘campaigns 
in which Axis forces have forged 
steadily ahead, emphasis’ has been 
given to the terrific losses incurred | 
by the enemy in capturing a given ob | 
jective. Gonsciously or unconsciously 
implied in all these officia] references | 
thas been. the idea that while the en- 
emy, has callously and cruelly sac- 
rificed whole ‘brigades and divisions 
to achieve the desired end, this is 
something which we, with our higher 
sense of human values, need never do. 
The inevitable psychological effect | 
of this constantly reiterated suggest- 
ion has been the creation of a pop- 
ular fallacy that there is an easier 
and less costly way to win the war} 
than fighting it out in a desperate 
hand-to-hand struggle.

PLASTICS MOBILIZED

withdrawn from civilian uses, . For 
instance, plastic combs will still be
